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This is a decision on Applicant's petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment, 
filed in the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) on July 22, 
2005. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

A review of the file record reveals that a Final Rejection (herein after referred to 
as Office action) was mailed to applicant on December 17, 2004.
